Today, as a legislator and as 
an eth ator, Mrs. Krasilshehihova 
is preoccupied with the coming 
changeover to universal edu ation 
through the high schoo! level. In- 
stead of eight years of schooling 
(from 7 to 15), all schoolchildren, 
including those not intending to 
g on to a eniversity or a higher 
institme, will have 18 years of 
compulsory education. 

Thorough planning is needed, 
Mrs. Krasilshchihova feels, and 
incentives created for working 
youths to want to gu on to higher 
education.
